She had not long debated the reaſons of her 
misfortune, when Rinatus ( the onely brother to 
Timotheus bur yonger by manieyears) chanc 'd to 
paſle char: way : a man on whom Fame had be-. 
ſtow'd, & delervingly, the name of Valiant, yet 
of diir poſition {O muſchiey oully cruell , & ambiti- 
outly proude , that where his deeds might well 
have claim'd {o  oreat an honour, there bes condi- }. 
tions (as well weighed) brought a reproachftull 
burthen to the ballance of his reputation. Hee, 
(his father dying yong, & unw illing co diſmem- 
ber his eſtate, and unable otherwiſe to ſatisfie the 
hopes of his lonnes ambition) hearing of the 
vvarres of Lacona,vent thither , where ſoone he 


purchaſed the opinio of a man reſolute to under- 


take, 
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rake, & fortunate to execute what he had under- 
gone : and ſerving under Eborbas ( chiefe coman- 


der for the King) becaule of the ſympathie of 


humours berweene them ( whereby Nature did 
infinuate for Rinatus , and taught him flatterie 
- without diſsimulation) he grew great in his fa- 
your. Soone after, this Eborbas,in a conflict be- 
ryvecn him & the Helots, being morcally yyoun- 
ded. yet indeath, carefull of the vvelfare of his 
countrey,recommded this Rinatus (partly for his 
000d liking of him, but principally tor his experi- 
ence in vyarres, and well-ſeconded judgemer) to 
the King : vyho, though with ſome oppoſition, 


the countrey men repining at his (a ſtrangers) ad- 


vanceme:t, after his trultie Eborba's death , preter- 
red him to the ſame place. his diſcharge of wycb 
- outwent (o farrethe envie of thejealous Noble- 
men, that vvell might their = and they,in the 
death of the valiant Eborbas,deplore the lofſe of a 
private man, bur muſt conteſle,chat his watchful 
care and undanted well-ordered courage did {ur- 
vive in this their Generall. 

In this eſteeme he had fcarce lived a year,vvhen 
hearing of his brother and nephevves death,toge- 
ther vvith his undoubted right to the Jarge terri- 
toric which his brother in his life time had enjoi- 
ed, 
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ed, he notwithſtanding enact in the charge ro 
which he vvas lately advancd, framing, in his 
-conceit,his new-acquired greatneſle but as 2 [tep- 


to = the ſoveraigntie ot Laconia which being 
elective,he thought the caſter to be compas 'd,ha- 
ving,by his bounteous affabiliry, gain'd ihe hearts 
ot the {ouldiers, and being alreadie poſleit of the 
chiefe Forts ( the beſt ſtrength of the countr ey) 
wherein he had plact ſuch, who had their deyo- 
tions link't to his will, becauſe they ought him 
the benekite of their cehaion. Bur finding che ac- 
complithment of theſe practiſes to depend upon 
the death of the King,vyhich his youth promiſed 
was unlikely ſoone to happen, and fearetull co 
draw on the diſcovery of his practiſes, by ſeeking 
any ſecret meanes to make him away , who the 
yvatchful eye of dutifull obſervance did vvarranc 
ſecure from anie-trayterous plots ; he ſolicites the 
King to diſpence vvith his preſence, who (leeing 
the oround of his journey to bethe juſt cauſe of 
his ] long- deterr'd revenge, for Timothens his bro- 
ther.and Philoxenus his nephevves death.

Great Sir , that I vvas made priſoner by Rina. 
tus,and by him carried to Lacoma,Fame (together

lation. 

There yet governes (and then did) among the 
Nobllitie of Laconia,one Creton, a man elected to

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borne vvith for the ſame reaſon : ſuch an everla- 
ſting monument, of it {elfe , can goodneſle leave 
ro poſteritie. To him vvhenT vvas brought, my 
guilt and my guiltie felte , yvith the beſt oratoric 
Rinatus had,vvas made knowne , vvho with ve- 
hement importunitie defired,that my ſpecdic pu- 
niſhment (as my faulr) ſhould be terrible. The 
King anſwered, Though he found his demands

& pittie brought a delire to help her diltreſle: bite 
my horle(deyining belike my intenr,& unwilling 
to leave his food)could by no meanes be taken, ſo 
that madd vvith anger, I began to repeat over all 
the misfortunes that ever had befaln me to ler this 
know it wanted no fellowes, when there came 


poſting that way,one who(by his haſt) I gheſt to 


have been of the companie gone before. Ot himT 
intreated to know what fault could be ſo heinous 
that might rake away the name of injuric fr6 ſo 
unmanly a violence as they offred to ſo beauteous 
a Ladie : but he with a ſcornfull ſilence ſmil'd, & 
would be gone.and fo perhaps he might, had not 
the narrownes of the vyay,& his courteous hore, 
that vyould not tread upon mc , compel 'd him to 
ſtay . Whereat his anger burſt forth into theſe 
co Villain,thy vyant of armour ſhall not ex- 
cule thee from a death wiltully drawn upon thee; 


and though there be no gloric, there will be ſarif- 
. faction 
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faction in thy overthrovve. Then drawing his 
horſe a little backe, he lighted, & without further 
complement runnes towards me : bur his furie 
broght him too haſtily to his death ; for thinking 
belike his threatning mouth was able to defend it 
ſelfe, he forgot to put by my {werd,cthar by good 
forcunc was laid in his way, & ſo jultly his death 
entred at his mouch, whole life I think vvas inhis 
tongue. Art his fall Fidutio came in, vyho helping 
to fit en the armour, of vyhich we had disfurniſhr 
this unſerviceable knight, | mounted on his horſe, 
that ſeem'd to have regarded my haſt more than 
mine owne: and riding on the ſpurre,l oyertook 
my companie, for {o they vyould needs make 
themſelves,laluting me by the name of their fried 
Satibarſis. Bur their better obſervance ſoone put 
them out of that opinion : ſo as ghelsing (indeed 
rightly) that [ had kil'd Satibar/is,& by that mean 
got his armour ; without defire to be further then 
by their owne conjecture latisfied, they join'd all 
hands in his revenge. Bur the Ladies cauſe vyas 
jult whoſe reſcue | came too,& the all-ſecing pro- 
videce(that vyould not lee juſtice overlai'd)toughr 
for me. And new five of them had either receiv'd 
their wel-delerved paimet of dearh,or yyere kept 
by their wounds from further oppolition, vyhen 
| x = the 
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che ſixt (who all this time had held the Ladie and 
lookr on)ſceing my hand vvhole vvcakenefſe had 
left ſuch prel1dents of the effects of a good cauſe, 
now let againſt him alone, rook his priſoner by 
the-hair,6 with his {word gave her a deep wotid 
inthe neck. That inhumane act vvould have give 
| | dcſiretothe moſt barbarous, & power of revenge 
| to the moſt cowardly : but he-(as if he meant ro 

| ſavemealabour) making haſt that their vyvarme 
| bloud ſhould meet, with the ſame ſrvord runnes 
| Hhimlfelterhorow,dying as juſt a ludge as he was a 
| traiterous oftendor. Amazement would have hxt 
mine cies upon him, but the La :.vvound brought | 
them to her ſuccour. Experience on my felfe made 
me skiltuil,and my taire patient,offictous : fo that 
tying up the wound, for ſome timel Rtanch't the 
bloud. Shee in meane time, with her yyatric cies 
bent to heaven-ward , heartily praying for my 
good fortune, & manie times thanking her deſti- 
nie that (with her death) had ended the mileries 
of her ever-dying life. When I had done comfor- 
ting her ( as I thought) with my opinion of her 
fafetie,l intreated ro knovy her name, & the caulc 
of this injurie done to her. No, no, replied ſhe, 
Courreous ſtrager, the comfort of my neer-com- 
ming dearh (in ſpite of che torment the memorie 
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of my mo{t yvretched life p1 puts me too) brings 
_ this cheertfulneſſe I now preſent in my lookes : & 
rhough the leaſt delay of my end is hinted 
with a vyorld of ſorrovves, yet I am glad, for (a- 
tisfaction of your demand, my breath is a vwwhile 
preſerv'd. 

My name is Leaucade , the onely daughter to 
Count Bruno, a man of large poſlelsions in this 
countrie; whom (you may well think becauſe in 
expectation of his lands) manie ſued for, & thoſe 
not of the meaneſt elteeme : but my cardeſneſſe 
of love had tanght me ſuch a carriage, that further 
then of the fayour of my courteſte (of which they 


did all indifferently partake) none could boaſt. 
And this, till about a yeare ſince, was my daily | 


practiſe, diſdaining(as moſt rhat have not known. 
it,do) ſo ridiculous a palsion as I then eſteem'd 
love. Art which time this Fluento , vyhoſc happie 
hand hath done us both right,came to my fathers 
Court : ineighbour Prince,vvith vyhom (for in- 
croaching upon the bounds of his territorie) my 
father hath had much difſention. But a reconcile- 
ment being made betwrcene them, and both alike 
thinking the beſtmeanes to perſe, er in amitie, 
were to have us tyyo join din marriage; without

lirtle eſteeming theſe publick imploimets, lavifh' 


exceedingly both his fame and patrimonie; yet it 


ſeem'd he onely made away his eſtate to purchaſe 
o0odnefle for his childe : ſuch a ſonne he was fa- 
| ther rog,(o rare,ſo excellent. His name was Per. 
|  fidas,; andat that word the teares guſhe forth in 
' ſuchaboundance, that it ſeem'd her bloud had 


| chang'd his courſe and colour, to run forth at the 


ſluces of her cies : Alas fir,vvhat ſhall I ſay of him, 


or who from Leaucade will belceve the deſert of 
Per/idas ? But alas, if they deſerve no credite that 
love him,in this countrie you mult heare nothing 
of him ; the knowledge of his perſon, & the love 
of his vertues, being things unſeparable. In him be- 

un this tragedie, in met ends : for whea my ta- 
ther & Fluento had dravyne thar agreements to a 
head,then, and not before, he thought it time (he

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faid)ro let me know my happines.And thus, find- 
ing me alone; he breakes the matter to me : Deere 
childe | haye ever fithence the death of your ver- 
ruous mother (though much 1importuned by ma- 
nie) refery'd you to theſe years unmarried, becauſe 


your content ſhould be of counſaile with me in 


your choife. and happie was this delay for the ho- 
nour of our houſe . tor behold Fluento makes his 
fortunes ſerviceable to your will : Prince Flwento 


daughter,vwhoſe powerfull oreatneſſe the neigh- 


bour Porentatesſtandin awe of, Him I have won 
for you; and fo forward we be,that thisday fort- 
night he 1s to take you to wife. Father, laid I that 
your wiſdom hath deferr'd.my marriage hitherto 
ro give methe cofort of ele&tio,my obedrence(my 
only requital)ſhalbe the ſame it ever was to you : 


and yet I vyvonder , that having attair'd to-thele 


| yeare;,vvhen my judgement in my choiſe may be 


received,you will exclude me fr6 the end for wh 
I vvas ſo long relerved. Iuſt like a Phyfitian that 


tells his patient he. hath brought a potion to.cure | 


him,yet faies he muſt by no meanes rake it. I muſt 
be married to Prince Flxento, & yet your meaning 
is, {ſhould have libertte to chooſe, as if this en- 
forcement deſtroied not my freedom of election. 
That he is a man beygd all reſpetts (as you praiſe 

him) 
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him) fir tor your eſtate, ] may wel granr you : bur 
that he is unhr for your daughter,] am priviledg'd 
to ſay . At this his ſevere look, before he ſpoke, be- 

an to lay betore me my obedience : & yvhen he 
Fad fr{t vyalk't rvyo or three turnes1n the roome, 
Daughter, daughter, ſaid he, I never thought you 
wereſo wiltull , Where I pray you in this coun- 
trey is there a match fit for your birth, if not Flu- 
e1:0 ? Beware, beware you doe not give your po- 
ſeritie juſt cauſe to curſe you,that denicd them 6 
great,{o good a father. I an{wered,that I thought 
it vyere £00 tender a relpe@ of children, vvho per- 
haps I might not have , or ſhould not enjoy, to 


chuſe a father for them,and not a husband for my 


{clie; and too lenſeleſle a fecling of the honour of 
wy houſe,ro yvrong my ſclt ro do my birth right: 
Then kneeling on my knees, Sir,ſaidI,folicire me 
no more, I have not power to grant. He haſtily, 
yyhen it vyas ſcarce deliyered,ſnatche this vyord : 
And vvhy not power to grant, {21d he, Becauſe 
Perſidas is the anchor-told of my lite & love. Per- 


fidas,cried out my father ! now all misfortune fall 
thick up6 me: ſhal nay meanes help ro make up a 


Bankrout in his eſtate 2 Accurled be my Fate.that 
gave me lite to heare it. Perſidas ! vvlyy lure it can- 
not be. Sir,laid I if my love vycre not tarre pals'r, 


my 
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my deſperate preſumption vyould not bring a 
truch, much leſlc an untruth to move your an7er. 
And if thoſe afcer-hopes have not cleane compel'd 
youto forget you are my father, have pitty on me; 
if fol crave the tryall of the Livy: This laſt requeſt 
(after conference with Fluento) finding my oblti- 
nacie, he condilcended ro. But hecante [ perceive 


{ir, you are a ſtranger heere, and that the know- 


ledge of this law doth much concern the ſtorie of 


my preſent miſhap,] vvill make it known to you. 
This kingdom of Argos, wherein you are,vvas 
govern d not long f1 ſin* by Pheniſſe , !. a Vyoman 


vyorthy to have come to thar place by election, if 


nature had not beſtow'd it upon her by diſtenc 
fro her famous anceſtors. This Queene (that you 
may ſee yve vyant not the preſident of grearneſſe 
to excule affection)in her fathers lite time though 
by him ſhe was promiſed to Dioxtppus,the tyrant 
of Syracuſa , vvas enamoured of one Fumentrs Go- 
vernour (for the Lacedemonans ) of the Iſland and 
citie of Delphos.And whe it well might be thoght 
the kings death & her {ucceſ3ion had taken avvay 
the reſtraint of her wil,yet ſhe orowing leſſe wil- 

ling when ſhe vyas moſt powverfull, like a horſe 
that finding the raynes hang looſe upon him, be- 


gins to ſay his fury: [dhe though by this change 


ſhe 
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ſhe had not receivd anie {lackneſlſe into her affe- 
Ction,began to tender the cale of her country that - 
lay open to the invaſion of herproud enemie De- 
oxippus,it lo ſhe would have made him. Preterring 
therefore now this comon reſpect, before her pri- 
vate ſatisfa&tion,as ſhe had done her obedience in 
her fathers lite time before her love;ſhe buries her 
ſelec in the grave of Deoxippms loathlome bed. 
When the unexpected newes of Pheniſſa's mar- 
riage came to theeares of her faithtull lover Eume- 
nes, his palso (as Agamermmens at the death of Iphi- 
genia ) can beſt be expreſt in filence ; all the wilde 
furies that diſtracted griefe could gather,being si- 
moned to the ſ1ege of his ſoon overthrown hearr. 
haftly thereupon to the Temple his mad paſsion 
beares him ; where caſting himlſelfe at the feet of 
Apollo, Vnjuſt God ( ſaid he) have l for this given 
up thy ungratetulneſſe, the offerings of my daily 
praiers? bur it Iwyrong thy name,ſhewv thy juſtice 
in revenging my death : vwherat, tranſported with 
violence of ſorrow , running his head againſt the 


Alcar,his bloudie braines flew forth of their bat- 


tered lodging. Soon after,the contagion of a molt 


peſtilent ayre brought ſuch a plague among the 
Argians,that many daily felt the furie of the Gods 
reyenging indignation ; amongſt whom,the kihg 
and

and Queene ( referved belike, the more to be pu- Þ 
niſhed in their ſubjeCts calamitie)after the delola- Þ 
tio of their wel-peopled country, both in one day, 
by the lame infection, ended their lives and go- 
vernment ; wherewith this mortalirie ceafed , as 
hicting now art length the marke ic aim1'd at. 

The fevy remanet of the Nobiliric ſent to Del. 


phos to know what taulr of theirs had brought 


theſe muſeries upon their. country, vhere being 1n- 
torm'd of what was palt , 4poflo 2dvisd them to 
provide that no ſuch miſchiete ſhould after hap- 

en. They well weighing whence it aroſe, being 
tully ſatisfied by the Oracle,ena&t this lavy : Thar 
neyther private nor publick reſpect ſhall detaine a 
virgin from revealing her love. & if her friends or 
parets thinks another then ſhe hath choſen, more 
fir for her-, the combate berween them rwyo ſhall 
determine the Gods pleaſure. How unwilling I 
was to hazzard my Per/idas in this triall, love that 
blecds in the thought of a danger , can belt aſſure 
you : but his caxneltnefſe that. it might be ſo,and 
the hard conſtraint that it could not be otherwite, 
von me to it. 

The day therefore being appointed, Flyenro(up- 
on who Fame,the flatterer of greatneſle, had pin'd 
thEopinio of yalour ) entred the lilts, mounted on 


a bay 
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a bay Courler,vvhole armour all over r repreſented. 
a greene Plaine, through ww ran little rivelets of 
bloud that {; prung fro the wounds of manie Cen- 
taures,dilpearct oyer all the held. In his fhicld he 
bore the LHR 2 of Hercules & Deianira, with 
this word, lndecr'd by C onqueſt.From him my Pers 
fidas drew the eyes & hearts of all the company : 
his horle was a fierie forrell : his armour like the 
azure skie , curiouſly ſpotted with manie {tarres, 
(vvhole gliwple the vvell ſet Diamonds by cefle- 
Etion of the Sun , repreſented. ) ſhewed as if night 
had tlowen chicher to end in that aſlembly, ſome 
controverlie berwveene her & her brother. In his 


ſhield he caus'd Andromada and Perſeus to be in- 


raven , vvith this vvord, Never coo deerly bought. | 


Bur I mult haiten to the event, ſaid ſhe , tor long I 
finde you may not enjoy your Hiſtorian : Knowy 
therefore that my Per/idas,contenting himlelt on- 


ly with the victorie, yyhen he might have taken 


(wo is me that he Yyoe ſo mercifull) Fluento's life, 
yvas accepted by my father for his ſonne in lay, 

good tortune,as [ then thought,changing my hul: 
band, & not my day of marriage. In meane time 
Fluentogrepining at his diſgrace, and defirous even 
upon the baſeſt rearmes to be revenged, plotted a 


treacherie unheard of againſt him. This morning, 
03 ha- 
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having before heard ve were to hunt i in this for- 
relt, Fluento ( with that companie your valor hath 
brought to their deſerved ends)lay in wrait for us: 

and when my lelfe & my Perſidas (Count Brunis 
my father and the reſt ky tollowed the chaſc) 
were left alone, behold theſe bloudie villaines, c6- 
ming unawares upon him, with manie wounds 
ſent his {oule to that place, vehither mine (hoping 
to hnde a more laſting union in that life, then our 
loyes hath found in this) doth alſo h aften.& with 
this word, her dull languiſhing eyes began to roll 
as if they {trove to reſerve motio in {pite of death, 
yet railing her ſelte a little, her love found breath 
ro lay this, Let me be buried by my Perſi4as : and 


{o graſping my hand,as ir yvere to pur mein mind 


ef her laſt words, alas ſhe dyes. 


But manic teares I could not have beſtowed as | 
obſcquies upon her, yyhen ſome of her fathers 


traine , vyho by ance crolsing that way vyhere 
Perſidas lay Fre , Suided by Fidutio ( who,vvith 
their helps had now taken my horle)came to this 
place, ro whom vyhen [ had related all yyhatl 
learn'd from Leaucade of Pe /idas his death , ro- 
gether yyith her laſt yyill, vvec all join'd hands in 
carrying her to the next village: vvhither alſo cer- 
taine of their fellows (vvhom they had left be- 


hiade 
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tinde to that end)conveyed the bodice ot Perſidas, 
from whence loone after, Count Brwno ( havin 


| beggd of griefe alittle reſpite of life to fulfill his 


daughters teſtament) brought them both, with all 
funcrall pony his chiete citie Coni24, vyhere he 
eaus'd a {tarely Tembe to be built tor them, on 
which this Epitaph vyas ingraven : 

Love, Beauty Yalour when their death drew nye 

_ Conſulted long,where they ſhould buried lye : 
At length with one conſent they hatned hither, 
And choſe this place to be mtomb'd together. 
Leaving the wakes kingdem of Argos, no bet- 

ter accopanied then with Fidtio, yet better guar- 
ded by Satibarſis armor , my ſorrow I think that 
bore infection with it , made all places wherel 
eame fir Nages for tragedics : for deſcending unto 
a grcen valley,where of cach {1de therocky moun- 
tains threatned the humble carch with the frovwwns 
of their dovwne-calt browes, I might ſee a young 
man leaning with both hands on his tword,brea- 
thing as overtoyl'd with labour, and round abour 
him foure or five caſt proſtrate at his feete, who 
vyere dead,or choghe their counterteiting ſo to be 
yvould prove their beſt defence againſt this young 


mans furie. But the claſhing ot my armor had no 


fooner made known my approach, then he came 
E rut 
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© running towards me , Utreting vyords whereby 
& might gather his quarrell ro me brought the ex- 
cule of miſtake with it. Not to dravy on thertore 
his milconceived opinis,that his breathleſſe com- 
anions did witnes would be dangerous for me ; 
Sir replyed [,Lam fo farre from maintaining their 
caule , vv hoſe rev engc apo alone man being lo 
manic, mine owneeyes do perſwwade me vyas in- 
jurious, that had I come at the beginning of your 
hght(chough this event ſhewes | ſhould but have 
rob'd you of part of the honour of this action) I 
vyould have joynd my elte to you. 

Alas {1r,faid he,to oppoſe your (clfc againſt me,

me therfore,courteous fir, & leek tor ſafety ; death

pardonable to have abandoned the moſt accom- 

uſht man, that ever mine eyes, before that time, 
beheld : my relolutior-therefore, though hard a-

But I had ſcarce liv'd thus a 
evelue-month,vvhen my couſin the kings ſonne, 
ayong man,yvho (beſides the hope of ſuccelsion, 
for vyhich the Courtiers did adore him ) had no- 
thing more then ordinary in him,grew ſuſpicious 
of my practiles,as he term'dthem : to vv humor 
(beſides the miſtruſt of his ovyne little deſert) his 
Sycophants,the bellowes of this fire,did daily add 
further cauſes toencreaſe his jealouſte. Bur ſeeing 
the diſcoveric of his ſuſpicion vyould lictle pleale 
the king, vvho ever {ince the death of my tather 
had doubled his care upon me, he vvas compel'd 
to dilſemble a good liking towards me.In meane 


time a truce, made for ſome few yeares vvith the

To 
her mine eyes at firſt fight gave up my heart,vvith 
fo fortunate an encounter in affectis,that this {ur- 
render yvas but a muruall exchange. ſhe having 
in a mercitull gratefulnes, fxt her love one mine. - 
But her parentage, though not bal le,vwas lo meane

But bringing arguments from his late 
practiſe in the warre,he began to think his honor 
ould be thegreater,if after lung reſi{tance, he did 
ſurpriſe a yvell deiended fort ; & therefore daily 
both by rich gifts,the baſe enamell of affection,&

Plangus the famous Prince of Iberia,at this time 
making haſt with a few ſuch as vertue had join'd 
partners in his cauſe,& taking i into his Army ſuch 
of Evarcus Galdinis as ina tepeſt at Sea were dri- 
yen to Pyzantium,to the ſuccour of Erona,(yvhole 
ſtorie you cannot be ignorant of)& being to paſſe 


' thorow Amaſia, ſent to the Duke todemand a 


through-fare for his ſouldiers.But he who of lon 

time Lad oblerved an unviolable league vvith the 
Armenians knowing the pretence of this warre,& 
delpiling the weaknefle of thoſe fewv Plangus led 
with him, not only denicd his requeſt, but oathc- 


ring 
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ring a great POWer of {ouldiers ( whom fince his 
laſt warres he had kept 1n garriſon in his frontier 
rovwne3) meant, with the overthrow of her un- 
gratetull nephew, to gratifie Ayrtaxia and' her il 
choſen husband Plexertus.Burt the excellent Plans 
o15(then whom this age ſhewes not, for conduct 
12 yvarre, a better Generall ) with the well orde- 
ring thoſe fevv reſolute Troupes, & skiltull indu- 
trie in choiſe of advantages , in two fer battailes 

ut him to the vvorſt: Atter vyhich the Duke,not 
able to reintorce his weakened power, put Tony 
felfe (yvith the relicks of his late overthrow) into 
his chiefe citie, yyherein vyee vvere priſoners ; to 


which Plangus, hnding no open refiſtance, yvich 
yvondrous celoririe Choe him. And chough 


the town by Nature & Art for lite & fortification 
vyere thought impregnable, yer being defended: 
but by fach vvho by their ovvne lofſc held a too 
ſuperſtirious opinion of the enemies, it was foon 
forc't by Plangw his viftorious Troupes, vyho be- 


| leevedthe ſucceſſe of nothing impoſtble, to web 


their ever-fortunate Captaine vvould lead them. 
Wirth the ſack of this citie ( vyherein he tooke the 
Duke, vvich his ſonne, priſoners ) Planowus having 
enrich't his ſouldiers vvith the bootie,& his ovvn 
fame by the {peedinelle of the conquelt, not able 
ro 
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to aſſure the countrey to "TEE devotion, othervvile 


then by dilmembring his Armie, and delaying bis 
chicke ends ; moy'd vvith a hecedbarie clemencie, 
having farlt received ſix monerhs pay for his fad 
diers,and the Dukes ſonne as hoſtage, to barre his 
deſire of revenge, (making Alcida and my felie,to 
ſecure our freedomes , companions in h1s travaile) 
he leaves the Amaſtais to thair former governmert. 
Manic dayes journey we had notbecne in our 
way to Armenia,vvhenthe good Alcida,by the in- 
ward vyoiking af her choughrs, began to find ihe 
burden of her gricte too heavy for her , w< when 
the dulnels of her ever-watry eyes, & the paleaets 
of her cheekes had bevvray'd to.us,vve carried her

orders that be attendants on the Goddelle her ce-

Theſe former accidents,moſt deare Lady, rOge- 
ther with the excellent Plangus bis compaaie, in 
vvhom ſorrow vvas dravyne to the life .made me 
reflect upon my ungratefull ſelie, & conlider how 
eruell I had beene to you, whole delert paſs'd my 
belt 
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beit endeavours of requital : fo that x (farre ingag'd 
to the memorie of your vertues ) thence{orth : he 
thoghc of my moſt deer Hellen,vvon my heartto & 
molt pale nate affectio. The 1! 11.at this inte rrup- 
ted his ſpeech, vvich tis ; infer : My Avphialus, 
they wv he tolow exampics in their actions ate to 
match rightly vvhat they are ro do, & vybat they 
ſee done. Leaucade, Alcida.and EFrona might jultly 
claime the cervard of love bur F{-fen { vyhole de- 
{ert yvas farte ſhort) could expect bur ditdaine. 
Dildaine, laid Amphralus ! you renue a put niſhmer. 
your mercie did once torgive. And here, vvith 
tcares 1n his eyes, hec vvould have nel d to 


begoe a further pardon : but Hellen, kilsing away

haſt ro prevent his ſuit vv ith the like of her oven. 
{o thar a triendly copolition being-made (as it vel 
migh: be vyhere both yvere parties, & both ludges 
in one caule)cthe Q got the continuace of the tor y 
(vw Ampliilus vvould pur off to another time)ro 
boot And then,willing to dilcharge himlelt of the 
debthe ought for (0 oo0d a bargain, hethus began. 
Madam ; chough 1 my memorie be acontinued 
record of much lorrow,y et among the mane [to- 
ries griete hath engraven in me, champ IS NONE COM- 
par 'd vvich che dilaſter of Ploigus and Erona,that 
L deſerves 
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deſerves compalSion : Know therefore, may onely 
happineſſe,charPlangus having received advertile- 
ment hovy the Nobleman , onto 'vyhoſe taithfull 
cuſtodie Erona (ypon the accord betvveene him & 
Artaxia) vvas delivered, being hardly belieg'd by 
Plexerius, & brought to an extrenuite by tamine, 

had ycelded to a compoſition; thar it vyithin five 
| dayes he vvere not {uccour'd he mult deliver the 
Caſtic.Plangu; rheretore overriunning the tame of 
his coming wtth his prefence, the fite night was 
neere Plexertus Campe,vyhere(by one of the ene- 
mies,w ho his Scouts had taken) he vvas tnform'd 
that late that evening,the keyes of the citic & Fort 
vyere given upto Plexertus , bur that hedeferr'd 
his encry till morning, leaving the next gate to the 
Campe open,that all night his officers might pre- 
pare 4 magnificet triumph tor him ; as for Erona, 
he vvould determine nothing of her, untill he had 
received the honour due to his victorie. Ar theſe 
newes Plangus, cauſing the reporter to be ſafely 
kept, & gtving to his yyearied louldiers ſom time 
to refreſh themtelyes, after the toile endur'd in 
their laſt daies travell,an houte before day(rightly 
imagining the aire yyas then apt to d:{perſe a dull 
fleepinelle among Plexertus careieſle foul diers)he 


calls hiz 1 roupes together : & lerting beforethem 


the eaſines of the victorie,the riches of the Camp, 
| and the neceſzitic of the time; he did incourage 
| them with the repetitio of their former conqueſt 
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in Amaſta, the jultneſle of their cauſe, & the fame 
ot their enterprile. and then preſently dilpoſing of . 
them tor his moſt advantage, he ſets upon his ene- 
mie, who dream'd of nothing but ſecuritie. But 
what ſhould | tight you, molt deare Ladie,vvith 
the particulars of this fight ? It will ſuffice you 
know,that Plangus(doing things in his own per- 
lon,palt che power of expreſsion) made a bloudy, 
ſlaughter among them. Som fevv there vvere that 
eſcaped, among vyhom Plexertss ( fortune vein 
alway indulgent to milchiete) found,in the ſpec 
ot his horſe, a diſhonourable ſafeguard for his 
wretched lite. This ramult being ſoone perceiv'd 


: by the citizens ( vvhom ſorrow made vyarchtull, 


and the well knovwne treacheries of Plexertus,ſu- 
ſpicious)they as ſoon imagined this vyasa practiſe 
of his,contrarie to his faith give,ro {ack the town. 
This once conceited , it ſeemed by the hideous 
cryes and confuſed lamentations , that, as ſor- 
row had pur on the vizzard of nigh to make 
oriefe ugly ; ſo black night had borrowed the 
mourh ot ſorrow to implore compaſsion. The 


_ people leaving their vyalls and houlcs,ran to their 


L3 Tem- 
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Temples and Alrars,oftering up (as they thought) 
their laſt deyotions to their Gods. Nor did this 
miſtake bring forth the effect of multrult onely in 
: the Cite : the Campe had likevvile this feare ad- 
ded to their preſent misfortune . for Plexertus 
ſouldiers (like Satyres, frighted with the ſound of 
the horne themfolues Th ) thinking the Vant- 
guard of the enemie had entred the rovene, and 
causd this contuſion , durſt nor yenture to make 
themſelves maiiters of it. Burt berwveene both, un- 
able to determine of a meane at {afetie ſtood hxt 
ina {tupid urefoluten. 
Meane time Aurora,yvearie of aged Titons bed, 


began te vyarne Phebe of her brothers approach , 
vyhen Erena, Vvho had fet dowwne in her ſetled 


judgement, 2death yyorthie the greatneſle of her 
birth,novy firſt giving eare tothe cryes of the citi- 
Zens, & miſdoubring! the lapze falſe mealure they 
expected : & not long atter,hearing a man arm'd 
comming up the ſtaires to her lodging,ſhe took a 
poyloned cuppe (long before for thaendpre- 
rd) and making hail leſt ſhe ſhould be made a 
prefent to the proude Conqueror the vvicked 
Plexertus, ſhee dranke more then halfe yyhen 
her eyes met with the eyes of Plangus, who (1n- 
fortunatc Gentleman }delirous to be the meſſen-

. haſt: The ſight of Plangus ſtay'd her full draught

Erona,replyed the Prince, what may therenow be 
that the moſt partiall judgement can equall to the 
exceſle of content Planous enjoyes in the weltare 
of his free and loving Erona ? For this I have pay'd 
the mercifull heavens the tribute of my vowes & 
teares : to this harbour, through the Sea of griete, 


(baving imbarqu't my carefull love io the ſhip of 


my delire) I have alway bent my courſe, & thall 
I now,vvhen my vviſhes be at anchor ia lo ſecure 
a haven, feare fortune ? No,no, molt deere I adic;

ſtimonies of your love have beene ſo manie,tharl 
feare (and only feare ) they vvho have heard your 
undeſerved affection , and are not preſent at this 
my dying proteſtation,will tor ever record (toge- 
ther with my want of judgement ) my injurie to 
your vertues.

| pard {or her,lecing the citic brought to thatdeſpe- 
| rate ſtate in which he found it, and thinking him- 
| ſelfe to have beene an officer ſent by Plexertus to 
| bring her betore him) ſhe had poyloned her ſelfe. 
| Plangiss at theſe lalt words(wirh a fixt look upon

| ground; and was a while happie in this exceſle

riſe of the blood in my checkes,vwvould w__ it 
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Bur my Plangus, ſhould you, whom the world is 
proude of, take it fo to heart ? Erona loves you : 
why lo may a more delerving Ladie. yet Plangus 
remember me,and it will be the beſt part ot my 
ſoules lie to ins 10 your memorie. 'I hen taki!'s

W hat my ſorrow vvas to bea looker on theſe 
tragedies, thele teares,cven at the remembrance of 
that cime may reſtifie : yet leaving the bodies te 
be imbalmed ( vvith the Nobleman, vvho in her 
lite time had been fai:htull ro Erona) difſembling 
the death of Planous,'elt it ſhould vyork an inno- 
yation among the ouldiers vvith lome choyle 
Troupes of light horſemen | followed Plexertus, 
who poſting t ©o Court, had received ady ene 
from thence, hov Arouto (the admirable engine 
by whom hs vvrought much milchiete) being 
lately falne from the taith youved to his practiſes, 
had reveal'd to Artaxia the purpole his Maſter had 
to diſpatch her our of his vvay , ſince now he had 

M 2  aſonne 
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a ſonne by her to vyhom he might be guardian : 
eſteeming ir more content to be great alone, than 
to ſhare the royalties of her own kingdom with 
Artaxia. Thele newes made his flight as dange- 
Tous as would be his {tay : but vyhen he under- 
ſtood (tor the heavens had made this the rende- 
vow vyhere his misfortunes ſhould meete ) that 
the Princes of Theſſaly and Macedon(ot vvhom his 
treacherics vyere io expect cheir juſt reward) did 
live,and ſhould be happic in the addition of Ar. 
cadia to their greatneſle : that Leonatus had ſeiz'd

againſt him: In this aftright he continucd all that 
day,which ſcarce was time ſufficient for him to 
reade over his miſdeedes : and when the filene 
night,drawnein hepEbon Chariot, had (pred her 
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curtaines to hide her brothers tace,Plexertus (glad 
to {ee her Batter his mind in this likeneſle of dark- 
ne(e)relolvd, by deſpaire, that the Godds wan- 
ted mercie for his faults, & well aſfured men had 
lefle; he ſecretly vvent into a Garden, to vyhich a 


; back doore from his chamber led him : where, 


loathing as much to die,as withing he vyeredead, 


| heſpent ſome time in execrations on himſelfe. At 


lengrh,rying a cord ( newly taken out of his bed) 
to the ſtump of an Elder tree(that ſtood with ſuch 
convenience as if it would invite him to that ex- 
erciſe)he {ipr into his death,caſing the earth untill 
morning of the burthen of ſ@ deteſtable a wretch. 

Bur when the day appear'd, & made knowne 
his death, the magiſtrates of the towne ( ſtriving 
yyho could be beſt {1ghted in the diſcoyeric of the 
murther, hoping to have the reward of their dili. 
gence from their Queene Artaxia ) ſeone found 
ourt,as a man to be moſt ſuſpected, the meſſ-nger 
come from Court, vvhom Plexertus had ( till Jace 
in the night)kept in his chamber,co knovy of him 
the particulars of Arento's revolt. This fellow,be- 
caule none more likely,in the vvilde form of their 
popular juſtice, vyas to dye a thouſand manner of 
deathes : Bur he, making juſt proteſtations of his 
innocencic , being queſtioned yyhar occalion he 
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had ſo long to ſtay the laſt night vvith the King, = 
not for char end. He plainly ler them know,vy - OM 
Arguto dilcoverd, w* he then reported to Plex: 


ertus. The many- :headed multitude called nor the 


truth much-in queſtion of vyhat they heard, but 
yvith the ſame violence as before ( every one 
in this alſo thinking to gr atitie the Queene) ran 
to as uncertaine a forme of execution on the dead, 
as they did before to a judgement of the living ; 
frit chey ſtript the bodie naked, then drago'd if 
through the ſtreets , now they open his be! ly, and 
ſuffer Lins outts to marke forth his prog! cfſe, do- 
ing many mo indignities to him vyho had de- 
ſeryed many more: much rejoyc'd to heare Plexs 
ert«s had beene ſo juſt to himſelfe ; yer I determi. 
ned to join Erona's revenge on Artaxia (10 Plexer- 
tus his judgemet on himlelte ) but her an unrime- 
ly death had freed from my revenge. for takingro 
the heatt Plexertus his wreacheries .& her brother 
Teridates unrevenged death, ſhe lnely gave her 
{elte over to a life oppreſcing « oriefe leaving her 
kingdome & young ſonne to he care of Salon, lor,
